bore the brunt of the flood. 
Observers said it was the worst 
storm in that area in many years.

lated by rains ranging up to eight 
inches or more. 
There were no

some livestock was feared lost.

showers in the western part of j 
the state, and in

northeast 
the moisture was much lighter. 
Heavy rains fell in the southeast. 
Dam Washed Away. 
Approximately 500 lineal feet 
of dirt fill was washed out of 
the North Loup dam at Burwell 
where 1.4 inches of rain fell. West 
of Burwell the 
fall 
reached a 
peak of six inches about half­ 
way to Taylor, then tapered off 
to 3 1 ,4 inches at Taylor. 
Workmen attempted futilely to 
save the Burwell diversion dam, 
which when part of it gave way 
let out the lake formed behind it. 
A large cement bridge which has 
stood for years was damaged se- 
v'crely and 
four 
feet of water 
inundated the Burwell park. Bur- 
well proper 
was 
safely outstide 
the flood area. 
Roy 
Hudson, president of the 
North Loup district, was quoted 
Rn estimating damage to the dis­ 
trict at between $10,000 and $15,- 
000. 
He said a survey of the 
damage would start immediately. 
The diversion dam at Ord was 
damaged to a lesser extent.

Blind Man Arrested 
For Driving An Auto 


Auto and Suspects Vanished 
When Lights Turned Off 
During Flight 


COLUMBUS, Neb., June 26— 
(A P)—Discovery of an automo­ 
bile, with two grisly skeletons as 
passengers, submerged 12 feet un­ 
der the waters of Lake Babcock 
north of here told the story to 
Columbus police today of a chase 
last November for two men want­ 
ed for failure to pay for gas at a 
tilling station west of here. 
“ I just had a hunch it was In 
there.” Police Chief Edward J. 
Nickolite said today. “ We searched 
for it there between last Decem­ 
ber 1 and 25, but we didn’t go 
out far enough. 
“Yesterday, I went out in a boat 
and poked around with a long 
stick until I felt' what appeared 
to be the top of a car. 
I dove 


down and found it, then came 
back to Columbus for aid.” 
One skeleton, Nickolite related, 
was found in the front seat, the 
other in the back. 
One of the 
back windows was open. Chances 
of identifying the men, he said, 
were “pretty slim.” One, he add­ 
ed, was about 5 feet 7 or 8 inches, 
the other about 5 feet 10 Mi or 11 
inches. Keys were found in pock­ 
ets of a pair of overalls daubed 
with white paint, but there was 
nothing tangible for identification. 
The car, Nickolite said, was 
stolen from Mable Willhoff of 
Valley. It bore the license num­ 
ber 
1-64474 and was a black 
Ford sedan. 
The chase started last Nov. 3. 
when authorities at Central City 
asked .’^ latte county officers to 
stop a car that had failed to pay 
for gasoline in a station in that 
region. Columbus officers picked 
up the trail and the chase led

Licen.sing Planned 
The ordinance provides certain 
new provisions for bicycle riding 
that will undoubtedly remain in 
the final form. 
These principally 
concern licensing of “wheels.” 
Each bicycle owner must bring 
his wheel to the 
police 
station, 
have it inspected, pay 
25 cents, 
and receive a license 
plate and 
have a serial number stamped on 
the frame. Like a u t o m o b i l e 
licen.ses, these must be renewed 
every year. 
All sales of bicycles 
must 
be 
reported to the police. Any mut­ 
ilation of the plate or serial num­ 
ber is punishable. 
Any violation 
of the ordinance may result in a 
$100 fine, or impounding the bi­ 
cycle for 6 months. 
Safety Provisions. 
While this is 
only 
the 
finst 
draft, and may be changed before 
final passage, it seemed certain 
that the provisions for safety, or 
similar ones, would be included. 
The ordinance requires a white 
light on the front, and a 2-inch 
reflector on the rear. 
Bicycles 
must have brakes, and they will 
be inspected. 
Bicycles 
coming 
on to side­ 
walks from alleys or buildings or 
driveways must yield the right of 
way, as must bicycles coming onto 
streets. 
The cyclist shall ride on 
sidewalks at his own risk, and 
the operator will be presumed to 
be negligent in case of a collision 
with a pedestrian. 
It will 
be 
unlawful to ride 
more than 2 on a bicycle unless a 
tandem. 
Parcels must be car­ 
ried so as not to interfere with 
keeping both hands on the handle 
bars. 
Wheels must be parked so 
as not to interfere with pedes­ 
trians. 
Riders must ride to the 
right, close to the curb, on both 
sidewalks and streets. 
Venner said the proposed ordi­

tically-mined silver under provi­ 
sions of a proclamation which ex­ 
pires June 30. 
Action to cut off Mr, Roose­ 
velt’s authority 
to 
devalue the 
dollar came on an amendment to 
eliminate the devaluation power 
from pending monetary legisla­ 
tion. 
The silver price was voted, 48 
to 30. 
The vote to eliminate the 
devaluation power was 47 to 31. 
Approved By House. 
The senate was considering a 
monetary bill already passed by 
the hou.se, which had approved 
an extension of the president’s au­ 
thority over the dollar. The final 
form of the legislation probably 
will be written by joint confer­ 
ence committees of the two cham­ 
bers.

WM■WASHINGTON, June 26— (A P)—Alarm ed by reports that the 
nation’s new defense program has brought a sharp increase 
in the activities of foreign spies, congress is preparing legislation 
increasing the penalties on all forms of espionage. 
Chairm an Walsh (D-M ass.) said today that early senate 
acti()n would be sought on a bill approved by the senate naval 
affairs com mittee to increase the prison term for espionage from 
two to 10 years. 
The house already has passed a sim ilar bill.

A shurst (D-Ariz.) announced the appointm ent of a judiciary sub­ 
com m ittee headed by Senator King (D -U tah) and including sena­ 
tors Neely (D-W . Va.) M cCarran (D -N ev,), Norris (Ind-N eb) 
and Austin (R-Vt.) to conduct hearings on it. 
The house judiciary committee is considering a bill penaliz­ 
ing attem pts to interfere with m ilitary discipline. 
Two other m easures are pending before the senate m ilitary 
committee. One would regulate the activities of private m ilitary 
forces, and the other would prohibit m ilitary drill by individuals 
wearing uniforms or insignia resem bling those of foreign gov­ 
ernment» .

•■^RESS dispatches speak of that clash between 


Japanese air forces, and a fleet of Russian 


planes along the Mongolian border as a skirmish. 


In reality it is war. 
In Europe and in Asia formal declarations of 
war hav e become unnecessary. 
It is distinctly a 
product of totalitarian gov ernment. 
The first 


offender was Mussolini. 
When he decided he 
wanted Ethiopia he followed none of the tradi­ 


tional steps leading up to hostilities but simply de­ 
clared himself in and put his armies to work. 
There were none of the formalities in Japan’s con­ 
quest of China. 
There could not be because Ja­ 
pan had no basis for waging war upon China, and 
Mussolini had no cause which would establish 


moral support for waging war upon Ethiopia. 
Neither Mussolini nor Hitler had any precedent 
to place their countries in the role of activ e par­ 
ticipants in Spain’s international war so they did 
not bother to go through formalities. 
The ev ents in the orient may embrace only bor­ 
der clashes between patrols or they may presage 
dev elopments of a major character. 
Russia, since 
she found her western path blCKiked, has been 
concentrating in the Far East. 
The strength of 
her armies is unknown. 
But the impending strug­ 
gle between Japan and Russia has been accepted 
as a foregone fact for more than a year, with ac­ 
tual hostilitie.s on a major scale depending upon 
the decision of Russia. 
And it is not likely that 
the western European countries, or the United’ 
States, will know what is going on until long after 
it happens. 
The immense size of China, and of 
Russia’s holdings in Asia in themselv es constitute 
a formidable barrier to accurate news, which 
coupled with the secrecy of war dev elopments of 
recent years, precludes the possibility of getting 
an accurate picture of ev ents. 


Wilhelm Breaks The Silence 


rpH E words put in the mouth of the former Ger­ 
man kaiser, Wilhelm, by an interv iewer in­ 
dicate that the years hav e mellowed the head of 
the Hohenzollern family. 
“Prov idence,” Wilhelm is reputed to hav e said, 
“nev er intended there should be a world empire.” 
Those words likewise apply to the British, who 
hav e come as near to establishing a world empire 
as any modern nation. 
The most portentous signs 
of these days is that it is facing decadence. 
The 
burden of maintaining its rule in so many sec­ 
tions of the world is beginning to tell upon Brit­ 
ish statesmanship. The.se recent troubles with the 
Japanese could not hav e transpired except for 
the weakened position m which Britain finds her­ 
self. 


Historical Pride 


■ "PONCA’S celebration of its eighty-third birth- 
. 
day anniv ersary directs attention to the fact 
it is one of the oldest cc» nmunities in Nebraska. 
It was established three years after the formation 
of a territorial gov ernment in the remaining por­ 
tion of the Louisiana purchase, which had not pre­ 
v iously been organized. 
And the occasion was the inspiration foi 11,000 
people to jam the streets of the town and to par­ 
ticipate in the festiv ities. 
This has been a remarkable year in the histori­ 
cal sense, starting with Union Pacific days in Oma­ 
ha, reaching out to the festiv al at Lexington, and 
finally the celebration at Ponca as high lights 
when attention is being directed to the historical 
background of Nebraska. 
It is good for the people and good for the state. 


Nicholas Murray Butler 


N MARKED contrast to recent echoes resulting 
from the purchase of Argentine beef was the 
address deliv ered by Nicholas Murray Butler, one 
of the most prominent republican leaders. 
“A doctrine of economic nationalism is fatal first 
to prosperity and then to peace,” Dr. Butler said.

The Hav elock Ov erpass 


rpH E accident Sunday ev ening at the intersec- 
section of the Hav elock ov erpass with the 
regular city route of No. 6 highway, in which eight 
people were injured, suggests greater protectiv e 
steps. 
It is a stretch of highw’ay w’hich carries a heav y 
v olume of traffic, and while carefully marked, 
perhaps nothing short of an alternating signal light 
will prov ide adequate protection. 
During those 
hours of the ev ening when sunlight tends to ob­ 
scure the v ision, the intersection is doubly dan- 
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let in the first current article of a series w'hich 
will appear in the Saturday Ev ening Post. 
It is well written, intensely human, and subtly 
but magnificently self glorified. 


Mr. Moley dev otes much of his first article to 
the acceptance speech which the president deliv ­ 
ered at the Chicago conv ention on a Saturday aft­ 
ernoon after flying from Albany to the conv ention 
city. 
There hav e been many v ersions of the au­ 
thorship of that acceptance address. 
It hardly 
seems worth quibbling about but Mr. Moley de­ 
v otes a great deal of space to establishing a claim 
that his fertile brain was the one in which the 
original rough draft dev eloped, and his pen was 
the pen that reduced it to paper. 
What if it was? 
The fact remains that those 
who read his article, and those who may read it 
will struggle long to recall a single sentence that 
was said during the speech. There hav e been un­ 
forgettable occasions where the president spoke. 
Among the state papers of this highly controv er­ 
sial period the acceptance address to his first nom­ 
ination in Chicago was the least noteworthy. 
It 
did not approach the acceptance address which 
the president deliv ered at Philadelphia four years 
later in an open air stadium, where more than 
100,000 people were massed, where rain-filled 
skies looked down upon a throng and upon a 
scene rarely duplicated in American history. 
That is not our judgment. 
It was the judg­ 
ment of William Allen White, who had seen a 
bit of political conv entions, who was at Chicago 
and at Philadelphia, and who only a few days be­ 
fore had been at Clev eland, aiding greatly in the 
nomination of his friend. Gov ernor Alf Landon of 
Kansas. We met Mr. White at the old East Phila- 
‘dclphia station, after a rusk through the thou­ 
sands who packed the stadium, and asked him 
what he thought of Roosev elt’s acceptance address. 
“It was a second Gettysburg,” Mr. White replied, 
and the low, soft tone in which he spoke only 
emphasized the emotion and feeling which filled 
him and thousands and thousands of others as they 
listened. 
A few days later Mr. White used the 
same expression in a column which he was w rit­ 
ing for publication in American newspapers. 


"T WAS true that after that third ballot, as Mr. 
.. Moley set forth, the delegations representing 
Minnesota, Louisiana, and Mississippi were get­ 
ting restless and it seemed reasonably certain their 
solid v ote for Roosev elt would be split on the 
next ballot—the fourth. 
They had been quarrel­ 
ing among themselv es throughout the entire con­ 
v ention and at one time in the Congress hotel 
there was a brief flurry of fists during a caucus. 
But Moley, who says in his article that his 
pulses leaped to the thought that he might ex­ 
plore the fields of national politics, made no ref­ 
erence to a situation in connection with the Iowa 
delegation. 
Under the unit rule its twenty-six 
v otes were being cast solidly for the president. 
The delegation itself was split ev enly—thirteen 
to thirteen—between Roosev elt and Gov ernor 
A1 
Smith. 
On the roll call the state of Iowa came ahead of 
either Louisiana, Minnesota or Mississippi. 
R 
came ahead because the roll call is in alphabetical 
order. 
And Iowa was ready to break and to split 
its v ote. 
Important as the Huey Long delega­ 
tion of Louisiana—the Pat Harrison delegation of 
Mississippi—and the Minnesota delegation in whose 
ranlcs prominently was Neil Cronin, Nebraska 
born, and at the time city attorney of Minneapolis 
—the Iowa situation was no less important and be­ 
cause of its place on the roll call was strategically 
of 
greater 
concern. 
And 
California, 
which 
switched to Roosev elt on the fourth ballot, came 
ahead of Iowa. 
Some states had to come ahead 
of Iowa. 
Because if Iowa was reached the pos­ 
sibility of a deadlock similar to those which char­ 
acterized the conv entions of 1920 and 1924 loomed 
like a cloud ov er the conv ention. 
Mr. Moley’s omission of reference to div ision in 
the Iowa delegation may be charged to a mere 
ov ersight or to a lack of information of the actual 
currents stirring in those climactic hours. 
For 
while indubitably his article gav e the impression 
his broad sturdy shoulders sagged under the 
weight of the load he was carrying, Jim Farley 
and many other men were busy and in bestowing 
the honors it does seem that Mr. Moley might at 
least hav e made reference to the part which Far­ 
ley played.

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For Pleading Guilty 
O 


NE portion of the report of the committee of 
the American Bar association dealing with 
prison management, and with matters of proba­ 
tion and parole, should attract special attention. 
The report criticized judges, who, it said, were 
addicted to the practice of imposing more lenient 
sentences if the prisoner pleaded guilty and sav ed 
the state the cost of the trial. 
The practice, the 
report said, was “deserv ing of censure.” 
There are two sides to it. 
If a desperate crimi­ 
nal, guilty of a rev olting crime, escapes sev ere 
punishment by simply pleading guilty to the 
charge the conclusions reached by the committee 
will be .shared generally. 
That does not happen 
ordinarily. 
It is the hardened criminal, with the 
long record, who usually pleads not guilty and 
generally has an air-tight alibi to establish his 
innocence. He takes his chance with the jury. 
But at the most the report ignores the mc« t 
troublesome problem in law enforcement. 
It goes 
to the technical defenses so frquently utilized. 
And that is a field which the legal profession must 
study itself to av oid action by the laymen, who 
admittedly are not prepared to reform judicial 
procedure.

VER in Iowa during the week-end automo­ 
bile accidents reached a surprising high. 
At 
La Porte City, four were killed and three so seri­ 
ously injured they are not expected to liv e. 
At 
Waterloo fiv e automobile fatalities occurred with­ 
in twelv e hours. 
At Marshaltown another death 
was reported. 
At Humboldt a woman driv er died 
when her car ov erturned, and at Algona, a twelv e 
year old girl was crushed to death. 
The Nebraska record is well ahead of last year 
on safety but a week's relapse from the caution 
that has producd it can wipe out the gains in 
safety.

DOES SMOKING INJURE HEALTH? 
THAT'S AT LEAST A MOOT POINT 
I was stopped in reading Wil­ 
liam 
Lyon 
Phelps’ 
“Autobio­ 
graphy” the other day when he re­ 
corded the saying of G. K. Ches­ 
terton concerning the American 
attitude towards smoking. I quote’ 
’T remember once receiv ing two 
American 
interv iewers 
on 
the 
same afternoon; there was a box 
of cigars in front of me and I 
offered one to each in turn. Their 
reaction 
was 
v ery 
curious 
to 
watch. 
The first stiffened sud­ 
denly and declined in a v ery cold 
v oice. 
The second first looked 
doubtful, then sly, and said, ’Well, 
Mr. Chesterton, I am afraid I 
hav e the habit.' As I also hav e 
the habit and nev er hav e been 
able to imagine how it could be 
connected with morality or im­ 
morality, I confess that I plunged 
in with him deeply.” 
I don’t know where he found a 
journalist in this country who be­ 
liev ed smoking was immoral, but 
as regularly as I write on the 
subject I get letters from school 
teachers who believ e that, and I 
am glad to be able to record the 
opinion of so great and good a 
man as Chesterton to the contrary. 
Absurd Reasoning. 
I hav e actually had letters from 
American 
schoolmasters 
to 
the 
effect that they observ ed the stu­ 
dents who smoked cigarettes were 
the ones who frequented pool halls 
and 
cultiv ated 
low 
company. 
Such a cause and effect seems to 
me entirely absurd. 
On the physical side, the effect 
of smoking is still debatable. If 
anything, there has been more 
ev idence of the harmfulness of 
smoking lately than the harm ­ 
lessness. Dr. Raymond Pearl, of 
Johns Hopkins Univ ersity, a man 
notoriously lenient with human 
habits, reported some tabies in 
March, 
1938 , that conclusiv ely 


prov e that the less you smoke the 
longer you liv e. 
Charles Rickct, winner of a 
Nobel Prize, and in physiology, 
too, said: 
“I hav e fettered myself with 
this habit with no better excuse 
than univ ersal folly. I injure my 
appetite, my memory, my sleep 
and the action of my heart by 
breathing noxious v apor.s.” 
Whether all of this is true, I 
seriously doubt. 
A recent study 
published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association in­ 
dicated that tobacco had no bad 
effect on the alimentary tract; that 
digestion went on at the same 
speed and with the same efficiency 
with tobacco as without it. 
Can’t Believ e It. 
So with sleeping; I hardly be­ 
liev e tobacco keeps people awake. 
In the many physiological experi­ 
ments that hav e been made on 
sleep in the last few years, ev ery 
experimenter agrees that the use 
or omission of a cirgarette or 
cigar before bedtime has no ef­ 
fect on the quality of sleep. 
The criterion of how much harm 
tobacco does is the number of 
people who use it. The habit is 
so univ ersal that if it did all the 
harm claimed for it, we would 
be a haggard, weary, pallid, dying 
race. And in spite of claims tu 
the contrary, we are not. 
Carlisle perhaps put it best. “I 
was miserable with it, and miser­ 
able 
without,” 
he 
said. 
“I’d 
rather be miserable with it.” 
If you would like to giv e the 
habit up, howev er, according to 
Dr. J. C, Furnas in his little book. 
So You’re Going to Stop Smok­ 
ing (Simon 
& Schuster), it is 
v ery easy.
